Surveys made by Plant Pest Comtrol Division nerscpmel in the beet 
seathopper spring breeding arees memed indicate that, present conditions 
Grevailing, movement of the pest from these areas to cultivated districts 
in centrel Arizona and southeastern California, sowthern Nevada, southern 
and eastern Uteh, end western Colorade is expected to be light to moderate; 
movement to northern Utah is expected to be lignt. , 


The southern desert breeding grounds, comprising approximately 50,000 square 

miies of potential enmael weed host area, was considered to have an 

estimated 43.5% host plant cover at the time of the survey. As a result 

of fali and vinter rains,ammuai host plants were found generally throughowe 
Central and southern Arizeme. Eisewhere,leck eof moisture restricted hast 

pilent germination anc plasts were sparse. 


The average muuber of beet lesfheppers per square fest where host plants were 
present was 0.028 in 1969 as cempared to 0.034 in 1968, 0.09 im 1967, 0.013 
in 1966, 0.04 in 1965, 0.15 im 1964, 0.02 in 1963, 0.012 in 1962. T% is 
estimates from data cellected during the survey that overwintering beet 
leafhoppere in the spring breeding areas toteled 14.0 billion in 1969 as 
cempared to 2h.1 billien in 1968, 32.7 billica in 1967, 6.5 billica in 1966, 
32 —— im 1965, 112 billion in 1964, 7.7 billion in 1963, 6.1 billion 

in 1962.

— second beet leefhopper survey wes made in the desert spring- 
eciing areas March 26-30. Leafhopper host plants were generally 
more stressed than at the time of the first survey. Lack of 
appreciable moisture coupled with vieds had stumted and dried many 
| of the desert plants. This condition prevailed throughout most of 
the area regularly checked. Therefore, the survey was iimited to — 
“- thet area south of the 34th degree parallel.
